Postmaster R. O. Caukln has 
received a bulletin reversing the 
ruling that postage mu.st be pa’.d 
on packages going to “prisoners 
of war," Postmaster General Far¬ 
ley has is.sued an amendment to 
the present regulation and pack¬ 
ages may now be sent postage 
free “both in the countries of 
origin and destination and In the 
intermediary countries." 

Parcel post packages must be 
addressed to specific, individual 
prisoners and are accepted for 
mailing to countries even where 
parcel-post service has been sus¬ 
pended. Weight and dimensions o’ 
parcels are restricted, but special 
•service and fees, such as regis¬ 
tration, are not required. 

The new regulation does not 
apply to “interned clvllliuis.”

A 3.7 mile stretch of the new 
Pas,idena to Los .Angeles road 
link, known as the Pasadena 
Parkway, will be opened to 
travel 8 o’clock, Saturday morn¬ 
ing. Motorists wishing to inspect 
this portion of the contemplated 
12-mile highway to Los Angeles 
may enter by either the Orange 
Grove avenue or the Grand avenue 
ramps. Without contending with 
on-coming traffic, motorists can 
drive the three lane wide park- 
lined road across Arroyo Drive, 
Pasadena avenue, Marmlon Way. 
Avenues 60. 52 and 43, and Her¬ 
man avenue. These streets are 
carried over the parkway by- 
means of bridges with no stop 
signs. Trafiic from Los .-Vngeles, 
Beverly Hills and Westwood Vil¬ 
lage can enter the completed sec¬ 
tion on ramps leading from Ave¬ 
nues 43. 52 and 60 and Marmion 
Way. Illuminated signs have been 
erected to direct motorists. 

Aside from the facility for 
travel, the new parkway is a 
gre.at step forward in city p'an- 
ning. Pasadena and South Pasa¬ 
dena park depirtnients have 
planted the parking that divides 
the six lanes, most of the way. 
The strip from Gienarm street to 
Fair Oaks avenue has been plant¬ 
ed for some time and has a well- 
shrubbed appearance. South Pasa¬ 
dena was in charge of the plant¬ 
ing along the b.inks on either 
side, and has planted flowering 
.shrubs that will bloom alternately 
during tlic full year. 

Cost of the 3.7 mile completed 
stretch is approximately $1,450.- 
000, This does not include the 
necessary storm dr.iins and chan- 
neliz.ation completed by the WP.4. 
One contract remains to be let 
for the short stretch between Fair 
Oaks avenue and Orange Grove 
avenue, a distance of about a 
third of a mile. However this 
calls for a bridge and underpass 
at Fair Oaks avenue. 

It is hoped tliat the six lane 
protected highway will be com¬ 
pleted in time for the great flow 
of traffic that p,->urs into Pasadena 
from Lais Angeles on New Years 
Day.

the banners of their spirits could never trail in the dust. 

Through all the di.sagreements and upheavals, and we have had 
our share as every community has—growing pains, I guess—there 
has been an underlying motive of building a better town. 1 have 
"fit, bled and died” with so many di.ferent groups, for so many 
cau.ses!

Things here 
i in France are In pretty much of 
a mess. The French poilu’s only 
thought is to get back to his 
i farm and they’re not waiting for 
I any discharge papers. In the U.S. 
it would be called desertion but 
here and now they just let them 
go. 

I ”We haven’t had any v/ord 
from our headquarter staff In 
Paris and don’t know where the 
men who were running things 
there are, nor what has become 
of our clothes and baggage and 
pas.sports.

And send me a little money—not 
much but enough to get a bath 
and a haircut now and then.” 

Postmarked June 27: ’’Dear

wine and bread and for dinner

For broiling 
under the live Same of the burner of 
u modern gas range is a perfect way 
to reheat all left-overs with deli¬ 
cious freshness of flavor. 

To prepare the grilled dinner Il¬ 
lustrated. spread slices of cold roast 
beef with a Httle mustard mixed 
with Worcestershire sauce and 
place on broiling rack. Slice and 
season cold boiled potatoes: add to 
rack with stalks of broccoli and 
brush both with melted butter. Set 
rack three inches below burner. 


Broil the food three minutes oe 
one side, until the potatoes and meat 
are slightly brown; turn the food, 
brush vegetables with aiore butter; 
sprinkle the broccoli with grated 
cheese. Parmesan preferred, and 
continue broiling until food Is 
browned. Lift from rack with a 
spatula and serve on a hot platter. 

Before broiling, preheat the com¬ 
partment in order that he food will 
start cooking as soon a,- it is placed 
under the flame; this reduces the 
preparation period of this quick din¬ 
ner as well—for by the time the grill 
is ready, the broiler compartment 
will be as hot as needed.
